Tliat, of course, Ls why wartime censor- 
ship In a democrncy Is surrounded with every 
possible safcRunrd-why the complaint by 
Gov. Erncsr-C. GruenInK of Alaska that the 
ccmors have overstepped the bounds of theK 
statutory authority provoked strong reaction 
In congress. 

Director Byron Pric e ord ered ccnsorshlp_of 
mull between the states and~ the territory of 
Alaska In beller, Jjonest beyond doubt, that 
the Prcsldent'a Instructions under his" general 
powers 03 commandcr-ln -chief constituted 
ample authority. 

Tlio censorship of communications between 
the states and the territories would seem to 
have Justified Itself If It has nccompllshcd no 
more than the one major feat,, described by 
the acting director of naval Intelligence, of 
fiharply decreasing Atlantic slnklng-i by 
breaking up o ring which was refueling nazl 
submarines. - 

Director Zacharlas did not say whether this 
had to do apcclflcalty with Alaskan mall, but 
Alaska definitely Is a war zone and what was 
nccompllshed clscwhere shows what might be 
accomplished by watching communications 
to and from Alaska. 

Moreover, the feat described by Director 
Zacharlas did noNrcsult from the best-known 
function of censorship, which Is that of pre- 
venting the enemy from obtaining useful In- 
formation. It came from the positive use of 
evidence garnered from censored mall — or 
■pctftaps telegrams. 

That evidence was not useful while locked 
Jn the censor's head. It had to be communi- 
cated to somebody who could Identify the 
members of the refueling ring, arrest them, 
and break up the activity. 

As Attorney aenerni Blddle loldnhe senate 
Judiciary commlttee.-lt Is Impossible to draw 
a line by statute witliout establishing a bu\- 
wnrk behind which enemies of democracy 
can carry on their machinations to destroy 
the United States. 

Perhaps one particularly repugnant aspect 
of such censorship could be controlled best by 
a .statutory provision limiting disclosure by 
censors to law enforcement agencies nnd for- 
..blddlng use of Information golned through 
censorship for any purpose except the prosC' 
cutlon of military activities. 



AXIS ARENTS 

The existence ot a substantial group of 
active axis agents In this country, notwlth- 
."itandlng the excellent work of the FBI nnd 
other agencies. Is siiBgested by Information 
coming from the American Red Crats. 

In several hundred Instances from all over 
the country, families of soldiers, sailors ^and

Tiic war deparlmenl'insyTsTiyar[nB"or"sucir 
Instances, and recently mentioned one In 
which a mother was told. In a telephone call 
supposedly from a telegraph company, that 
her son had been killed on the rifle range 
at Fort Meade. Checking there, she learned 
that the story was Ial,ic. 

Such sadistic messages could be thc/Work 
of cranks, but experts In such matters be- 
lieve there are too many for that. They could 
stem from a few axis propapandlsU-i, but to 
spread, their vicious faLsehoods r,o widely 
these would have to \isc long distance calls^ 
.which probably could be traced. 
, The Inference la clear, therefore, that a 

■ -aubstantlal force of Nazi representatives, 
strategically placed around the country, is 
worJclng under orders to undermine American 
morale by such methods. 

A battle of nerves lll;e thh could do great 
horm before our alert, capable antl-aabotagc 
agencies could clean up the enemy agents 
responsible. 

"Hie Nazi subterfuge can be defeated and' 
relatives of our fighting men can be spared 
all anguish, if everybody concerned will bear 
in mind one Important thing: 

Notiody ever la notUlcd ol a war casualty 
by telephone. 

Any such story by telephone ts false. The 
government reports casualties as fast as they 
are learned, withholding none from the fam- 
Jliea ion reasons of morale. It never tele- 
phones the notices, or permits them to be 
telephoned. 

Once this is understood, the enemy agents 

■ may find new variations for their methods. 
As a double check, the families of service 
men are Invited t o check with Jocal Red 
Cross chapters on any report of a casualty 
about which there Is the. slightest ground 
for suspicion.
